The difficulties of securing for the 
autoscope and biograph the living and 
moving portraiture of Leo XIII and his 
court may be only faintly appreciated 
by those unacquainted with the delicate 
diplomacy that the unique relations of 
Italian church and state impose. They 
are too complicated to be detailed in the 
limits of this sketch. 
It is only after four months of a con­ 
stant siege of the Vatican and repeated 
interviews with Count Sodoriui, Count 
Pecci, the pope’s nephew, and his ex- . 
celleucy Mgr. della Volpe, the pontifical 
major domo, that I succeeded not only 
in evading the diplomatic obstacles, but 
in reassuring his holiness as to tile 
ease and naturalness of tho mutoscope ; 
methods. 
They dispense with tho pus- j 
ing and the strain that have made Leo 
XIII averse to portraiture of auy kind. 
I was sustained in my efforts, how- 1 
ever, by the assurances of one of tho 
papal magnates, who told me that a1- J 
though his holiness was difficult of ap- 
proaeb in this matter his word once 
gained would be irrevocable and his 
co operation gracious and kindly. So it 
proved. 
He granted to me no fewer 
than five separate sittings, embracing 
17,000 negatives. Before beginning tile 
work I sent word to his holiness that 
the taking machine made a roaring 
noise. “ Never m ind,’’ he replied laugh­ 
ing, “ provided they are not cannons.’* 
(Fourvn que ce ne soil pas des canons) 
Pius IX, his predecessor, was familiar 
with that music. Twoscenes were taken 
in the upper loggia of the Vatican on 
the occasion of the solemn pontifical 
mass in the Sistiuo chapel and recep­ 
tion of pilgrims. In the first picture his 
holiness is being carried through the 
loggia and past the camera in an open 
chair. 
The figure of the pontiff, surrounded 
by his stately and picturesque court, is 
one of the most impressive spectacles 
imaginable, the Swiss, Palatine aud No­ 
ble guard, the gendarmes and firemen 
combining with splendid effect. This 
picture would never have been taken ex­ 
cept for tho kindness of the pontiff, 
who patiently waited half 
an bour 
while the bulky apparatus was being 
brought from the other side of the Vati­ 
can, the change of place being necessi­ 
tated at the last moment by a change of 
plans. On his return through the loggia 
the supreme pontiff again permitted a 
series of photographs to be taken, aud 
also accorded his permission to have the 
windows of the sedan chair lowered, 
stopping also before the camera and 
blessing the apparatus repeatedly. I re­ 
ceived the papal benediction dutifully 
kneeling on the top of a email platform. 
A carefully planned picture of his 
holiness driving through the gardens 
of the Vatican was the next achieve­ 
ment. The close carriage, a long dis­ 
used state landau, was opened for this 
special purpose at the request of the 
pope’s all powerful 
nephew, Count 
Pecci, aud in spite of the terrific heat 
his holiness graciously abstained from 
raising a parasol, and again stopped be­ 
fore the camera and blessed the ma­ 
chine. I was told that this waB the first 
time in 20 years that Leo’s carriage 
had been open. 
Preceding and following the pontifical 
carriage were mounted guards, com­ 
manded by Count Cam ii lo Pecci, aud a 
picturesque incident w’as introduced in­ 
to tile pageant by Mgr. della Volpe, 
who, when the cairiage stopped, knelt 
at the pope’s feet, kissing the apostolic 
riug and imploring a blessing up rn the 
In accordance with this re­ 


turns. May I beg that you will grant us 
your special benediction?” 
“ Willingly.” he replied, smiling up­ 
on me with peculiar benignity 
I rose 
to go, but be detained me, entering 
with ex trem e cordiality into my de­ 
scription of the manner in which the 
Endoscopes would be placed and the im 
portant use which they would have in 
bringing his holiness before the large 
number of those who were debarred

Then to Mgr. della Volpe, who was 
standing by, smiling at his pleasure, 
his holiness said, “ How splendid you 
look! ’ 
At the close of the interview I 
said. “ Holy father, will you not add to 
my indebtedness by giving me one more 
sitting in the garden by the summer 
villa:” He lau ghed and shook his head. 
“ Have you not enough?” 
“ No,” I 
answered boldly, “ but give me tomor­ 
row morning and I will promise to be j 
content.” His holiness was silent a 
minute and then said: “ Well, then, I 
I gree, but not for tomorrow morning— 
tomorrow afternoon at G o'clock.” 
The change to the later hour meant a 
comparatively defective light, but it 
also meant color conditions and greater 
convenience for my illustrious subject, 
so I accepted the offer gratefully, and 
bis boniness left, after again thanking 
me warmly for tile view of the muto­ 
scope. Next day dawned sultry aud op 
preesive, one of the most exhausting in 
my Italian experience. 
I was harassed 
by doubts as to the appearance of the

However, at 5 
I o’clock promptly I was on the spot, an 
open space in the garden adjoining the 
summer villa or casino, framed in by 
gigantic walls of box aud flanked by a 
lofty and richly carved gate opening 
upon the aveuue through which the 
pope’s carriage would drive. 
His holiness was to arrive at 6, which 
gave me an hour to peso the guards aud 
arrange preliminaries. 
I decided that 
after driving through the gate bis holi­ 
ness should take his seat on an adjoin­ 
ing stone bench, receive the salutations 
of the throng, bestow his blessing and 
then walk over to the throne which I 
had caused to be prepared a few paces 
away. The air grew heavier and heavier, 
and so did my heart, but my apprehen­ 
sions were groundless, for punctually 
at the hour agreed the superb carriage 
was seen winding its way along the 
avenue. 
The guards fell into position, aud 
Mgr. della Volpe and Count Pecci. the 
one glorious in robes of scarlet and 
purple and the ether stately in blue aud 
gold, advanced to meet his holiness. I 
Buzz, buzz, went the great machine; 
all fell on their knees, aud the pontiff 
walked to the stone bench beside the 
gate. 
After a brief interval, during 
which he conversed easily with his im­ 
mediate attendants, his holiness rose 
to complete the programme agreed upon 
and began to cross the intervening space 
to the throne, but here an unavoidable 
contretemps occurred. 
My assistant had been so hurried that 
be had not had time to replace the film, 
so I was forced to beg bis holiness to re­ 
turn to the bench while this was being 
done, a request with which he cheer­ 
fully complied. 
I then threaded the 
machine in breathless haste, pivoting it 
in the direction of the throne, after 
which I invited bis holiness to pass in­ 
to the picture, which he did, scattering 
smiles and benedictions aud interchang­ 
ing remarks with his nephew and ma­ 
jor domo, finally taking bis seat right 
royally upon the crimson throne.

T E N N Y S O N ’S F A IT H . 


The Problem of the Future Life find 
the Dominant Intercut. 
A reader of the “ Lifo of Tennyson,” 
by bis son, will be struck by the fact 
that no subject interested him so deep 
ly as the problem of the future life. He 
will also observe that it was always a 
problem to him, one that he was con­ 
stantly raiding, that would not stay set­ 
tled. 
To be sure, he was a believer iu 
immortality, but not a restful believer. 
He was all the time digging up tho 
roots of his faith to be sure they were 
alive. 
The old question would not stay 
unanswered. 
The reader of biH poetry 
observes the same thing. Ile is always 
on the side of faith, but of a somewhat 
disturbed faith. 
He belonged to that 
‘‘metaphysical society” which invited 
into its membership believers of all 
shades, with all shades of unbelievers, 
whose object was to raise aud answcr 
doubts about G< d aud the future Bf®- 
Ho was the spokesman cf the scientific 
doubt of the age, fluttering over the 
dovecots of faith, but hardly setting 
aud resting and nesting therein. 
One observes the contrast with this 
fluttering faith who read* the poems of 
Milton, with their abiding faith in the 
future life 
This is the spiritual con­ 
trast 
between ‘‘In M emorial!! 
and 
“ Lycidas.” In Milton’s requiem, even 
under its paganized fcrm, there is a ro­ 
bust and jubilant faith in God aud 
eternal life 
No question enters. Iho 
mind and heart are satisfied. I he dear 
friend is beyond all doubt among the 
saints and choirs above. One regrets 
that Tennyson’s mental structure per­ 
haps could find positiveness and rest on 
questions of politics or poetry, but 
must perennially dubitate—to be sure, 
with the hopeful balance of probability 
—over questions of taith.

know,” he once said, ,:the quantity of 
every word in the English language 
except scissors, ” but one seems to de­ 
tect I t r u n n i o n s in his best «pre»- 
sicn of full!,.

WEIRD TRIP WITH A CORPSE.

Montreal recently after a short business 
trip to the Te mi scuttling ae district, iii 
Canada, dating which he bad a thrilling 
experience never to be forgotten. It was 
in connection with the accidental kill­ 
ing of Mr. Edward Miner, a wealthy 
manufacturer of Kingsville. Ont. 
A few days ago Mr. Miner, his broth­ 
er aud Mr. Bennett Squire of Windsor, 
Out , set out nu a hunting trip, aud 
were soon buried in the woods 30 railes 
from Tem mea ming tie When they com­ 
menced the sport, Mr. Squire fired at a 
fine moose, wounded it and the enraged 
animal charged the hunter, who at­ 
tempted to tire a second time with his 
repeating rifle. Something was wrong, 
however, and the weapon did not go 
off 
Seeing the danger of bis friend, 
Mr Miner stepped forward and was in 
the act of raising his rifle to fire at the 
beast when Mr. Squire's gun went off, 
the ball passing directly through Mr 
Miner's head, killing him instantly. 
The brother aud unhappy friend became 
crazed with grief. They were 30 miles 
from the neurtst railway stating, aud 
there was absolutely no means whatever 
of conveying the corpse thither except 
by carrying it. 
For 25 miles they car­ 
ried the body through the terrible wil­ 
derness, aud filially, exhausted and half 
famished for want of food, they reached 
the track at a small signal station, sev­ 
en miles from Terniscumiugoe station.

It was embalmed aud sent to 
Kingsville for burial

GREAT PLATINUM MINE. 


D eposit* W orth p l.000.000 Found In 
W sab ln xton . 
New York and Chicago men have ac­ 
cidentally fonud the biggest platinum 
mine in America in Okanogan couuty, 
Pa. Experts say it is worth $1,000,000 
aud probably more, as most of the 
world’s supply is now brought from 
Asia at large expense. 
For a year past C. R. Aldvin bas been 
developing a free milling gold ledge, 
owned by a New York and Chicago syn­ 
dicate aud located 25 miles north of 
Leavenworth, on the Great Northern 
railway 
Last summer a 20 stamp mill 
was erected, hut its operation was im­ 
peded by the persistent presence of some 
white metal. 
A few weeks ago a member of the 
company took a number of ore samples 
east with him. 
These were shown to 
Expert Magee of New York, who in­ 
stantly pronounced the whitish ore to 
be platinum. 
He made tests which 
showed the ore to average 72 ouuces of 
platinum to less than two ounces of 
gold per ton. 
The white metal thus 
proves more valuable and abundant 
than gold. 
Experts say it is a rare oc­ 
currence to find platinum in a quartz 
vein in such quantities. 
Aldviu's ledge is eight feet wide and 
bas been traced across the country for 
five miles, indicating au inexhaustible 
supply. 
When the true value of the 
Aud was revealed, the mine owners 
could scarcely appreciate their good for 
tuna 
Aldviu is confident that his dis 
covery will mark the beginning of a 
new epoch in north western mining.— 
Philadelphia Press

The difficulties of securing for the 
mutoscope and biograph the living and 
moving portraiture of Leo XIII and his 
court may be only faintly appreciated 
by those unacquainted with tile delicate 
diplomacy that the unique relations ol 
Italian church and state impose. 
They 
are too com pl icsttd to be detailed in tho 
limits of this sketch. 
It is only after four months of a con­ 
stant siege of the Vatican and repeated 
interviews with Count tSodorini, ( omit 
Peed, the pope’s nephew, and his ex­ 
cellency Mgr. della Volpe, the pontifical 
major domo, that I succeeded not only 
in evading the diplomatic obstacles, but 
in reassuring his holiness as to the 
ease and naturalness of the m otoscope 
methods. 
They dispense with the pos­ 
ing and the strain that have made Leo 
XIII averse to portraiture of any kind. 
I was su sta in ed in my efforts, how­ 
ever. by the assurances of one of tho 
papal magnates, who told me that al­ 
though hiH holiness was difficult of ap­ 
proach in this matter his word once 
gained would be irrevocable and his 
co operation gracious and kindly. So it 
proved. 
He granted to me no fewer 
than five separate sittings, embracing 
17,000 negatives. Before beginning the I S u r i n g , as b 
work I sent word to his holiness that 
the taking machine made a roaring 
uoise. “ Never m ind,” he replied laugh­ 
ing, “ provided they are not cannons.' 
(Pourvu que C8 ne soit pas des canons) 
Pius IX, his predecessor, was familiar 
with that music. Two scenes were taken 
in the upper loggia of the Vatican on 
the occasion of the solemn pontifical 
mass in the Sistiue chapel and recep­ 
tion of pilgrims. In the first picture his j 
holiness is being carried through the j 
loggia aud past the camera in an open 
chair. 
The figure of the pontiff, surrounded 
by his stately and picturesque court, is 
one of the most impressive spectacles 
im a g in a b le , the Swiss, Palatine and N o­ 
ble guard, the gendarmes and firemen 
combining with splendid effect. 
This 
picture would never have been taken ex­ 
cept for tho kindness of the pontiff, 
who patiently waited half 
au hour 
wnile the bulky apparatus was being 
brought from the other side of the Vati­ 
can, tho change of place being necessi­ 
tated at tho last moment by a change of 
plans. On his return through the loggia 
the supreme pontiff again permitted a 
series of photographs to be taken, and 
also accorded his permission to have the 
windows of the sedan chair lowered, 
stopping also before the camera and 
blessing the apparatus repeatedly. I re­ 
ceived the pupal benediction dutifully 
kneeling on the top of a sm a ll platform. 
A carefully planned picture of his 
holiness driving through the gardens 
of the Vatican was the next achieve- 
moot 
The close carriage, a long dis-: contretemps occurred. 


hods. May I bee that you will grant us 
your special benediction?’’ 
“ W illingly.” he replied, smiling up 
on me with peculiar benignity 
I rose 
to go, but he detained me, entering 
with extreme cordiality into my de­ 
scription of tho manner in which the 
rn otoscopes would he placed aud tho im 
portent use which they would have in 
bringing his holiness before the large 
nun.her of those who were detarred 
from a pilgrimage to Rome aud the 
pontifical blessing there 
During the 
entire interview he held my hand in his 
and pressed it from time to time. 
When a little later I submitted to Leo 
XIII the mutoscope containing the liv­ 
ing reproduction of himself, he betrayed 
the most gleeful interest, exclaiming 
frequently, “ Oh, 
see me 
blessing!” 
Then to Mgr. della Volpe, who was 
standing by, smiling at his pleasure, 
his holiness said, “ How splendid you 
look! * 
At the close of the interview I 
said. “ Holy father, will you not add to 
my indebtedness by giving me one more 
sitting in the garden by t h e summer 
villa:” He laughed and shook his head. 
“ Have you not enough?” 
“ No,” I 
answered boldly, “ but give me tomor­ 
row morning and I will promise to be 
content.“ 
His holiness was silent a 
minute anil then said: “ Well, then, I 
igrce, but not for tomorrow morning— 
tomorrow afternoon at ti o'clock.”

New York aud Chicago men have ac­ 
cidentally found the biggest platinum 
mine in America in Okanogan county, 
Pa. 
Experts say it is worth $1,000,000 
aud probably more, as most of 
the 
world’* supply is now brought from 
Asia ut large expense 
For a year past O. R. Aldvin has been 
developing a free milling gold ledge, 
owned by a New York and Chicago syn­ 
dicate aud located 25 miles north of 
Leavenworth, ou the Great Northern 
railway 
Last summer a 20 stamp mill 
was erected, but its operation was im ­ 
peded by the persistent presence of Borne 
wbito metal. 
A few weeks ago a member of the 
company took a number of ore samples 
east with hun 
These were shown to 
Expert Magee of New York, who in ­ 
stantly pron go need the whitish ore to 
be platinum. 
He made tests which 
showed the ore to average 72 ouucee of 


I platinum to less tbau two ooucea of 
gold per torn 
The white metal thus 
prove* more valuable aud abuudaut 
than gold 
Experts say it is a rare oo 
ourreuce to find platinum in a quartz 
vein iu such quantities. 
Aldviu’s ledge is eight feet wide and 
has been truced aero** the oouutry for 
five miles, indicating an inexhaustible 
supply.
